Much of it 
dealt with the United States 
nuclear test program at the

May 5 and mid-July this year. 
“Particular attention was 
paid to the fallout problem in 
* this operation,” Libby said, 
“and a major effort was made 
» to produce a megaton-range 
weapon (equal in power to mil- 
lions of tons of T.N.T.) with 
an inherently smaller amount 
of fallout for a given energy’ 
release.

Mr. Eisenhower said just a 
week ago that “we have learned 
to make weapons which reduce 
fallout to a minimum and whose 
destructive effect can be con- 
centrated upon military objec- | 
tives.” 

The President didn’t say such 
a weapon actually had been pro- 
duced. On July 19, Strauss 
said “real progress” had been 
made toward a reduced-fallout 
weapon. Four days later he and 
Defense Secretary Charles E. 
Wilson said jointly that the 
tests “advanced the develop- 
ment” of cleaner H-bombs.

Louisiana State and Federal 


Government officials signed an | 


interim agreement today to per- | 
mit the immediate resumption | 
of oil leasing and drilling on 
submerged lands off the Loul- | 
sana coast. 

The agreement ended ote | 
than three months of negoth- 
tions. It will be filed with t 
Supreme Court later today £0. 
that the State’s injunction pro- | 
hibiting leasing and dril ling | 
dnay be lifted. | 

It provides that the Federal 
Government shall impound re- 
Venues from both past and fu- 
dure oil and gas activities in the | 
Wisputed area of land owner- | 
sbip until] the Supreme Court | 
decides the question. 

The state also must renieiel 
future revenues. Past revenues 
by the state are not available 
for impoundment. 

Retroactive Feature 

Officials said federal inter- 
ests in the past revenues will | 
be protected, however, by col- 
lateral agreements in which the | 
lessees guarantee to reimburse | 
the federal government in the | 
proper amounts, as determined | 
by the final boundary settle- | 
ment. 
The agreement for continued | 
operation was signed during 
ceremonies in Secretary of the 
Interior Fred A. Seaton’s office 
by Seaton, Attorney General | 
Herbert Brownell Jr., Jack Gre- 
million, Louisiana Attorney | 
General, and William G. Helis | 
Jr., chairman of the ee 
state mineral board. 

It divides the disputed area 
roughly from 3.5 to 10 miles | 
off the Louisiana coast — into’ 
four zones marked 1, 2, 3, 4 | 


Zone 1 extends seaward three | 
geographic miles from a base 
line which, generally speaking, 

lows the Gulf shoreline. Zone 

extends from the seaward edge 
of Zone 1 to a line three leagues | 
from the same base line. Zone 3 
extends from the seaward edge | 
of Zone 2 to a line defined by’ 
the 1954 Louisiana Legislature, 
called the Act 33 line. Zone 4 
extends seaward from Zone 3. 


| 
Future leasing will be COM | 
ducted by the Federal Govern- | 
ment in Zone 4 and the state | 
wil] conduct leasing in Zonc 1. | 
There will be no new leases in 
Zone 2 until the SupremesGourt 
determines the boundary ques- 
tion, except by the Federal Gov- | 
ernment under certain pr: mee | 
tive measures. 

There will be a year’s inora- 
torium on leasing in Zone 3. | 
But drilling may continue on | 
existing leases in all four zones | 
under the agreement. 

Committee te Act on Bids. 

The agreement calls also tor | 
the creation of a six-member 
committee to pass on the ade- 
quacy of future lease bids. Tne 
committee will be composed of | 
three Federal Government rep- | 
resentatives and three repre- 
sentatives of the state. 

The agreement also provided 
that Edward Woozley, director 

of the Bureau of Law Manage- | 
ment, shall furnish the commit- | 
tee full information concerning | 
all bids and designating specif- | 
ically which bids he proposes to | 
accept or reject. If a majority | 
of the committee disagrees with 
Woozley’s decision, he is direct- 
ed to accept the committee's 
recommendation. 

At stake in the Supreme

Preferred” stockholders are always assured of preferred 
treatment, and that means they get first call on dividends 
<«ahead of common stockholders. “Cumulative” means 
that.if 2 company can’t pay its preferred dividend im a 
certain year, that dividend automatically carries over. 

That's why you'd expect the prices of good preferred 
stocks to be relatively stablé—and they are. 

A high-grade cumulative preferred like Consolidated 
Edison, for instance, which currently pays about $47 a 
year on a $1,000 investment, ranged in price last year be- 
tween $108 a share and $111.75 a share. While a medium- 
grade one like Tennessee Gas Transmission currently pays 
about $54 on $1,000 and ranged last year between $100.50 
and $105.25 a share. 

Next on odr “risk scale” might come common stocks. 
Now, there are literally thousands of these to select from; 
so, it’s hard to talk about them in general terms. Some 
may return 10% on your money; some 1%. Some have 
never paid a dividend; some have never missed one. | 

Just to give you an idea though. Last year 1,076 common 
stock issues were bought and sold on the New York Stock

Now this isn’t the full story on the risks and rewards of 
investing, of course. That would take a book. But we

Is he suggesting that we open negotiations 
with Russia for an agreed ban on tests, or that 
we act unilaterally” 

Gov. Stevenson ought also to make perfectly 
definite and ‘specific how far he would go in 
limiting bomb tests. Does he want to stop them 
altogether, or does he want to stop only the 
“large-scale” tests to which he sometimes re- 
fers? Does he want a “curtailment” or a “halt”? 


President Eisenhower has frequently avowed 
his Administration's willingness to restrict and 
control nuclear testing as part of a general dis- 
armament agreement which provides for fool- 
proof international inspection. This does not 
squarely meet the issue raised by Gov. Steven- 
son, however, for it is the latter’s argument that 
a ban on H-bomb tests is something that could 
be safely imposed without waiting for a compre- 
hensive disarmament pact. He has argued that 
inspection would not be necessary to enforce 
such a ban, because if any nation resumed test- 
ing this would be instantly detected by radiation 
counts everywhere in the world. 


But the President has raised objections on 
other counts. He says that though tests could be 
detected, the long months of research which * 
must precede a test could not. Thus he contends 
that other nations might continue their H-bomb 
research during the ban on testing and then 
break their pledges and resume tests—by which 
time, he argues, our “commanding lead” in the 
field might be reduced or weakened. What is 
Gov. Stevenson's answer to this objection?

The President also argues that reeent tests 
have helped us learn how to defend cities against 
air attack, and how to reduce fallout. Thus he is - 
saying that H-bomb tests are not entirely ad- 
dressed to the development of bigger and bigger 
bombs.

Now that the Democratic nominee has opened 
the discussion—a proper one for public debate— 
it is up to him to give specific details on how 
he would implement his proposal if elected. The 
longing for peace is so universal that he has 
touched on a responsive chord. But Americans 
also want to be sure about national security. 
Can H-bomb tests be suspended without endan- 
vérth® national security? Gov. Stevenson ‘owes 
the people a clear answer.

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Harry Riehl’s Good Business

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British-Kuropean Unity Ahead? 

Are European nations ready to apply for 
associate membership in the Commonwealth, 
under a plan proposed in Parliament? That 
idea would seem more attractive to territories 
like Singapore, Hong Kong, Malta, Gibraltar 
and perhaps even Cyprus. But what long has at- 
tracted Europe is some form of.economic union 
with Britain. By such means. as the lowering 
of tariffs, this could mean a mass market ona 
level close to that of the United States. 

Britain in the past has been somewhat cool 
to such “unification” proposals largely because 
of its Commonwealth ties. It’ built up the 
sterling bloc as a counterweight to the area in 
which the dollar is supreme, At the same time, 
it retained its close connections with the United 
States.

gration would get nowhere without Britain. 

So it is significant that London rather than 
a continental capital is taking the initiative in 
putting new life into a concept for which hope 
has been declining at least sinee the formation 
of the European coal and iron combine. The 
“expanded commonwealth” idea may be too 
radical, but some of its details~for example, 


they should overcome all political and tradi- 
tional doubts. As for the United States, surely 
it would be to our advantage to see a strong if 
somewhat more independent European grouping 
in place of a collection of more or less weak 
nations, 
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T. Coleman Rides Yet Again 
Many Americans may not even know that T. 
Coleman Andrews is running for President. 
Fewer still are likely to vote for him, But Mr. 
Andrews is an amazing fellow whose record can 


be examined with interest and even consterna-— 
t 


ion, 
As one of President Eisenhower's first ap- 
pointees he served as Commissioner of Internal 


Revenue from 1953 to 1956. Only after becom- 


ing chief collector of the federal income tax did 
he reveal that he had been opposed to it for 20 
years. “Federal income taxes should be abol- 


‘ ished,” he declared. “EVeryone is kept poor.” 


He said the tax was “vicious and evil” and vio- 
lated the constitutional right of American citi- 
zens to be secure from unreasonable searches 
and seizures. “I doubt whether anyone can patch 
it up in such a way that we can live with it.” 

But that is only the start about the Constitu- 
tion party candidate who is running for the 
presidency on a platform of state’s rights, indi- 
vidual freedom, and repeal of the income tax. 
Mr. Coleman took over the commissionership to 
a loud fanfare proclaiming that he would mop 
up the mess in the Internal Revenue Service and 
make the place as clean as a hound’s tooth. 

“Take to the hills or the storm cellars,” the 
Richmond News Leader, in Mr. Andrews’s home 
town, advised any remaining 5 per centers. “T. 
Coleman rides again!” 

A couple of months later T. Coleman, still rid- 
ing hard, rode smack into a $25 fine levied by 
the Virginia Department of Taxation for delin- 
quent filing of his state income tax return. 
From then on Mr. Andrews’s career as commis- 
sioner consisted of running into first one thing 
and then the other. 

A $12,000,000 tax claim against the American 
Distilling Co. which had been pending for nine 
years was settled for 10 cents on the dollar with 
Mr. Andrews's accounting firm as the distillery’s 
auditors. 

When the Internal Revenue Service was in- 
vestigating the tax difficulties of Senator Mc- 
Carthy\ of Wisconsin, Commissioner Andrews 
introduted McCarthy to an audience in Rich- 
mond as one of the “greatest living Americans.” 

Senator Williams of Delaware, who had smit- 
ten the Truman Administration hip, thigh and 
mink coat over the internal revenue scandals, 
criticized the Internal Rev@nue Service under 
Andrews for not pressing tax delinquency eases. 

When Mr. Andrews resigned the commission- 
ership to become chairman of the board and 
chief executive officer of the American Fidelity 
and Casualty Co. of Richmond, Representative 
Eberharter of Pennsylvania aired charges that 
Andrews had done that company a favor in a 
$5,000,000 tax case. 

Since then, as the Madison (Wis.) Capital 
Times observes, T. Coleman Andrews has be- 
come “much in demand as a speaker at meet- 
ings of people who would rather spend their 
money fighting income taxes than paying them.” 
He supported the proposal by ar Dirksen 
of Iilinois to amend the Constitution so as to bar 
estate and gift taxes and limit,the income tax 
to 25 per cent unless Congress should by three- 
fourths vote increase it not more than 15 per 
cent. ; 

Now. as in 1953, when he took his hound’s 
tooth to Washington, T. Coleman is again in 
the ‘saddle. No realist expects him to get much 
farther from the post than if he were hitched 
there. But however short a distance he rides, 
he seems likely to do it furiously.

The news is out about the new 1957 automo- 
biles, and again we are impressed by the solici- 
tude of the manufacturers for their customers, 
Most of the new models will be at least a few 
inches longer than the ‘56s; some will be even 
more elongated.

Clarence Birdseve, Ladies’ Man 

Making 30 or 40 or 50 million dollars does 
not draw as much attention now as it did in the 
days of J. P. Morgan and Andrew Carnegie.

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The Democrats Say: 


Adlai Stevenson recently declared 
that the Eisenhower Administration, 
“instead of turning our natural re- 


sources to the public good,” has allowed 
them to be “raided for private profit.” 

Recent Democratic Administrations 
built dams and developed federal hy- 
droelectric power projects along some 
of the nation’s great rivers, so as to 
provide large amounts of electricity at 
reasonable prices. 

The Eisenhower Administration shows 
comparatively little interest in develop- 
ing cheap and abundant electric power 
from America’s rivers. It seems to be 
more deeply concerned with helping 
private companies to reap big profits. 


Along the boundary between Oregon 
and Idaho, the Snake river flows 
through a great gorge known as Hell's 
Canyon. Democratic leaders have long 
favored the construction of a huge 
federal dam in this canyon. 


The Eisenhower Administration has 
overruled any such plan, and has taken 
steps to let a private company build 
and operate some smaller dams in 
Hell’s Canyon. 

The people of the Pacific Northwest 
will receive about half as much elec- 
tricity from this private undertaking 
as they would have received from the 
large federal dam, and the power 
they do obtain will be more costly. 


The Attack on TVA 


G.O.P. leaders seek to weaken TVA 
and hold back its normal expansion. 

Instead of having this agency expand 
its facilities, the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration negotiated with a _ private 
group of companies known as Dixon- 
Yates to build a new plant and sell the 
Government additional electricity it 
needed. Democratic opposition blocked 
this plan. 

Democrats believe that there are im- 
portant roles, in the power field, for 
government agencies and for private 
companies as well. 

They agree that a very large share of 
this nation’s electricity can and should 
be furnished by private concerns. 


But the job of generating hydroelec- 
tric power on America’s great river 
systems should be done by the Fed- 
eral government, since these river sys- 
tems belong to our people as a whole. 

Turning to the field of peacetime 
atomic-power development, here is what 
a New York Times article says: “This 
new source of power has gone deliber- 
ately untapped through three and one- 
half years of the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration.” 

The Times writer points to the 
“steady advance in peacetime (atomic) 
development on the part of Britain, 
France, and the Soviet Union.” 


G.O.P. and the ‘Giveaway’ 


Interior Department officials have 
let a private firm go into a national 
forest in Oregon and cut timber which 
the Federal Government was supposed 
to protect. The company paid Uncle 
Sam a little more than $2200 for this 
privilege, while the stand of timber it 
received was ‘worth about $250,000. 

In 1953, under G.O.P. leadership, the 
U.S. Government gave up its claims to 
sizable offshore oil deposits near the 
nation’s coast line. A few coastal states 
thus received clear title to these de- 
posits, whi¢hyshould have been kept 
under federal management for the ben- 
efit of all,our people. 


Republicans point out that the ma- 
jority of Democrats supported Eisen- 
hower on this issde. However, a great 
many more Democrats than Republi- 
cans voted against giving this land to 
the coastal states. 


Only 27 Republicans in both Houses 
of Congress opposed this “giveaway” 
program, whereas 114 Democrats did.

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Natural Resources 


Democrats say Republicans neglect hydro and atémic power, give 
offshore oil to states and timberlands to private companies; 
Republicans say they are sympathetic to private enterprise be- 
cause it made America, cite St. Lawrence Seaway accomplishment. 


The Republicans Say: 


The G.O.P. certainly does have a sym- 
pathetic attitude toward private busf 
ness in general. Free private. enterprise 
is what made America great*and pros- 
perous. 


“The best natural resources program 
for America,” says President Eisen- 
hower, “will not result from exclusive 
dependence on federal (officials). It 
will involve a partnership of the states 
and local communities, private citizens, 
and the Federal Government, all work- 
ing together.” 

The St. Lawrence Seaway project is 
a good example of partnership between 
national and state governments. 


This seaway development project was 
indorsed by six Presidents in succes- 
sion, from Harding to Eisenhower; but 
Eisenhower is the one who finally got 
Congress to approve it. 


Hell’s Canyon and Dixon-Y ates 


In cases where private firms are 
ready and willing to carry out beneficial 
hydroelectric power projects, the Gov- 
ernment shouldn't interfere. At Hell's 
Canyon, the privately owned Idaho 
Power Co. intends to harness the Snake 
river with three dams and turn out 
great quantities of electricity for the 
Pacific Northwest. This enterprise will 
be more economical than the single 
large dam—federally owned and oper- 
ated—which Democratic leaders favor. 


Democrats accuse the G.O.P. of try- 
ing to “dismantle” or “wreck” various 
public power pfojects, fncluding the 
Tennessee Valley Authority, which al- 
ready exist. This is not true, though 
the G.O.P. definitely does oppose any 
needless expansion of federal activities. 


That is why the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration considered the possibility of 
having the Dixon-Yates power com- 
panies furnish the additional electricity 
that the Government wanted for its 
atomic-energy activities. 

After careful study, however, it was 
decided not to give these companies the 
business. Democratic opposition had 
nothing to do with the decision. 


As to the Atomie Program 


President Eisenhower and his follow- 
ers heartily indorse the néw United 
States river-development project, which 
will provide water storage and electric 
power, in the Upper Colorado River 
Basin. Administration leaders secured 
congressional approval of this enter- 
prise just a few months ago. 


Here was a case where a river-devel- 
opment job needed to be performed, 
though no private concerns were seek- 
ing to do it. Under such circumstances, 
the Federal Government should act. 


President Eisenhower asked Congress 
to approve another Rocky Mountain 
project to furnish additional water for 
irrigation and hydroelectric power in 
the upper Arkansas Valley. Democrats 
in Congress blotked this proposal. The 
Democrats themselves do not always 
favor federal dam projects. 


We are carrying out a peacetime 
atomic research and development pro- 
gram large enough to meet our own 
needs, and we are helping other coun- 
tries to develop theirs. 


The Eisenhower Administration has 
granted timber rights on only a very 
limited scale and only when it felt 
that such action was in the best inter- 
ests of the public. An area half the 
size of Rhode Island has been added 
to our national park system since Eisen- 


* hower took office. 


The coastal states have a much 
stronger historical and legal claim to 
offshore oil property than does the 
Federal Government.

FATHER KENNY, 
OLDEST JESUIT IN

The Rev. Laurence J. Kenny 
of St. Louis University, oldest 
active Jesuit priest in the United 
States, celebrated his ninety- 
second birthday anniversary to- 
day.

In 1931, Mr. Neun brought

He was author of plans ior 
a $4,600,000 relief bond issue 
in 1932. The bond issue was 
paid off by tolls on motor traf- 
fic using the Free Bridge ‘now 
the MacArthur Bridge: 

The first political office Mr. 
Neun held was that of assistant 
circuit attorney in 1909-10. He 
was a short-term circuit judge, 
elected in 1918. In 1921 he was 
vice president of the St. Louis 
Bar Association. 

Following his defeat in the 
1941 primary, Mr. Neun devoted 
himself primarily to his law 
practice, Masonic activities and 
charity work. He was a thirty- 
third degree Mason and had 
been Potentate of the Shrine in 
1921. 

He served as the secretary 
for the Shriners’ Hospital for 
Crippled Children and as pres- 
ident of the Carrie Elligson 
Gietner Home for elderly wom- 
en and of the Episcopal Church 
of the Ascension.

OMETIMES we believe that of all the vicissitudes 
which the farmers suffer—and goodness knows 
there are plenty of them — drouth is probably the 
worst. Most other forms of natural disaster strike 
swiftly and are over, 
even though they 
leave devastation be- 


to farmers. Yet they 


ished; we can 
down after the event, 
assess the damage, make emergency plans and start 
again. Corn can sometimes be replanted, the neigh- 
bors come and reroof the barn, there’s a second cut- 
ting of alfalfa on the way and maybe we can buy an- 
other bull on credit. We roll with the blow like a 
boxer and come back fighting. 

Drouth is a different kind of disaster. It works by 
attrition—by a wearing-away process. There comes a 
season when moisture is less than normal and we real- 
ize it because pastures give out and crops are short. 
But we can’t plan on drouth lasting forever. We have 
no alternative but to accept the axiom, “Sure, it’s 
going to rain again. It always has.” So we plant the 
fall crops—and by spring it is plain they aren't going 
to make enough to harvest, so we plant again. This 
time we hedge with some emergency seedings that 
help take the edge off the worst shortages. But still 
no rain comes and again in autumn we plant, because 
there’s bound to be winter moisture; but again the 
winter is dry.

’ It is interesting to note that 
considerably more than one- 
third of these youngsters some- 
times drink in bars and night 
clubs, although no state in the 
Union allows serving alcoholic 
beverages to persons under 18. 

The heavy percentage of 
home drinkers may account for 
teen-agers’ scorn of “sly 
drinkers.” An overwhelming 
76 per cent of the boys and 80 
per cent of the girls thought it 
was dishonest to drink without 
their parents’ knowledge. 

Yet, despite these figures, 
teen-agers were far quicker to 
blame the tavern keeper than 
the parent for cases of drunken- 
ness in their own set.

HE question asked was: 
T “Whom would you punish if 
a teen-ager got drunk—the 
teen-ager, the tavern keeper or 
the parent?” 

Punish the tavern keeper, 
answered 56 per cent of the 
boys and 52 per cent of the 
girls. Girls would tend to be 
harder on the teen-ager than 
the parent. The opposite was 
true among boys. Eleven per 
cent of the girls but only 6 per 


even then I got home all right.” 

But an 18-year-old Kansas 
boy delivered this strong in- 
dictment of a tavern keeper 
serving liquor to minors: “There 
is nothing lower than a grown 
man contributing to the cor- 
ruption of minors.

Drinking statistics jumped 
astronomically when our sur- 
veyors moved from high scheol 
to college youth, proving that 
collegiate habits have changed 
little since the days of the Stu- 
dent Prince in old Heidelberg. 
School days quickly become 
skoal days on the modern cam- 
pus. 

Our researchers, visiting 10 
campuses in nine states, feund 
that only one out of 10 college 
boys does not drink at all and 
only one out of eight does not 
drink hard liquor. 


Among the girls, only one out 
of five does not drink at all and 
one out of two does not drink 
hard liquor. 

Only 12.7 per cent of the boys 
but 47.1 per cent of the girls 
never drink straight whisky. As 
for beer, 9.4 per cent of the 
boys and 21.1 per cent of the

Now you hear not only of pastures, but of whole 
farms, which are out of water. One farmer after an- 
other starts feeding his livestock, weeks before the 
normal feeding season starts, and wonders whether his 
hay and grain will hold out until another spring. 


The whole effect of these conditions is immensely 
depressing. Here it is, mid-October, and one hot 
sunny day follows another without a break. Grass 
crackles underfoot like matchsticks when you walk 
across the fields. Millions of trees die and even those 
which survive can be heard rattling in the wind as 
though their leaves were made of stiff paper. Streams 
are lower ‘than at any time since the white man came 
to the Ozarks in the early 1800s—and each day drop 
lower still. Cattle which should stay on the farms are 
shipped away to market at losses which will be hard 
to retrieve. And all day long and every day the wind 
blows until you are tired of the sound and feel of it.

SOMEHOW, DESPITE THESE CONDITIONS, you 
hear almost no real complaint, and certainly no talk 
of giving up. Here are thousands of farmers literally 
losing their shirts because of conditions which they 
could neither foresee nor prevent—and yet every one 
of them fully expects to stick it out, one way or an- 
other, and stay with the farming business. You hear 
them talking somewhat dispiritedly about farm prices, 
which have sunk steadily lower for four years despite 
the ballyhoo of candidates; but this is a different mat- 
ter. Some of them are beginning to understand—not 
all of them, but at least some—that farming can never 
prosper under a farm program which guarantees al- 
most limitless profits to a small minority of land- 
owners who raise mostly surplus crops— and guaran- 
tees nothing at all to the vast majority of farmers. 
For the trouble with farming today is not that we have 
a farm program, as some would have us believe, but 
that we have a farm program which can’t work be- 
cause it is custom-built for the benefit of a few pres- 
sure groups in agriculture. 

Farming is a strange business. It is a manufactur- 
ing business in which the owner and chief stockholder 
is also the labor force. It is a business in which a man 
builds up a considerable capital investment, but feels 
himself fortunate if he can earn from it a modest 
living wage. It is a business filled with all the risks 
that the elements can bring to bear against it. It was 
to help even out these risks—to help farmers achieve 
a place in our economy compatible with their invest- 
ment of labor and capital—that our farm program was 
originally conceived. Nothing could come farther from 
accomplishing this than the farm programs we're hear- 
ing and reading about; or the one which is in effect 
today.

Finishing Basement Floors. 


UR problem for today is 
() what to do with a basement 
floor until such time as you 
are ready to finish off the base- 


ment. If you have such a base- 


ment you know that it’s sort of 
foolish to put down a finish 
floor until you've done the rest 
of the work and until you have 
decided just what you are going 
to do with the area. 

~ On the other hand, just a 
plain old concrete basement 
floor can be a problem keeping 
clean because of: its habit of 
dusting. If you have children 
and they play in the basement 
in bad weather, they will often 
come upstairs looking as if they 


had been playing in a flour 
mill. Another disadvantage of 
a plain concrete basement floor 
and 
once it is the stains are most 


is that it can be stained 


difficult to remove. 


One obvious solution is to 
give the floor a coat of con- 
crete floor enamel. This looks 
attractive and solves the 
cleaning problem as well as 
taking care of the dusting. The 
only disadvantage is that if, at 
some future date, you wish to 
cover the floor with asphalt tile 
the 
paint will have to be removed 
before the tile can be cemented

People have applied tile over 
a painted concrete surface but 
it’s risky because if the paint 
should fail at some future date, 
the tile will come loose. The 
same disadvantage holds true 
of floor wax. The wax will stop 
the dusting and make cleaning 
easier but it will have to come 


off before tile can go down. 


If you think that eventually 
you will want to cover the floor 
probably your best 
bet is to apply a concrete hard- 
ener to the floor at this time. 
This material is not expensive 
or difficult to apply but it will 
stop the dusting and reduce the 
chances of the concrete becom- 
and dirty.

Oscar Johnson Finally Licked 
Public's Indifference and 


Became a Leading Producer

HE THING about show business is you can’t get discouraged. 
Take Oscar Johnson, formerly half of a horse, now one of 
the top producers in show business. 


The first night his ice show opened on the road, in Tulsa 
20 years ago, people thronged elsewhere in swarms. Johnson 
eyed the house, the scattered few spectators hither and yon 


in the stands. 


Then he looked at his troupe, his glum, downhearted cast, 
and shouted what is now a famous remark: 
“Don’t worry kids, we've got ‘em outnumbered!” 


It’s always darkest, however, 
before the disaster. Two days 
later the show ran into a rag- 

blizzard in Kansas City, 
then into raging indifference 
in St. Louis, One trouble was 
that, at the time, people weren't 
sure what an ice show was, pre- 


ly. 

Well, since then Johnson and 
his partners have showed ‘em 
what an ice show is, all right. 

The Ice Follies of 1957, play- 
ing at the Arena through Sun- 
day, have come a long way since 
the financially wobbly and 
somewhat ad-lib Ice Follies of 
1936, which hit the road with 
one Greyhound bus and several 
sets of crossed fingers. 

“We were the first show of 
our kind,” said Johnson. “And 
one of the biggest difficulties 
was getting across to the public 
just what we had to offer. ‘Ice 
show?’ people would say—and 
immediately think of skaters 
going around in a circle, just 
like out on the neighborhood 
pond. Or skate racing.”

LOWLY, however, the idea 
S caught on; the cash register 

quit its funereal gonging of 
“No Sale.” “The newspaper boys 
gave us lots of ink,” said John- 
son,” “and the people started 
coming in.” 

They've been coming every 
since—the ice show extrava- 
ganza is an important aspect of 
show business now, and even 
Oscar Johnson, Eddie Shipstad 
and Roy Shipstad are aston- 
ished at what they started—or 
would be astonished if they had 
time for such abstract thoughts.

business. Oscar was a chemist 
at a coke plant. Ray was park- 
ing cars in a Minneapolis hotel 
garage.

Johnson and the Shipstads 
had been boyhood chums back 
in St. Paul, ice-skating buddies 
on Lake Como, Oscar got his 
first skates on his sixth birth- 
day; by age 16 had an idea he 
wanted to produce an ice show, 
whatever that was. 

Eddie skated his first exhibi- 
tion at 12, between periods at 
a hockey game. 

By 1924 Eddie and Oscar had 
devised an act for the Hippo- 
drome (titled “Spike McDugall 
and Gas House Anne”) and the 
local gendarmes around Lake 
Como sighed in relief. Oscar in

his amateur days, performing on 
the lake for free, drew such 
crowds around him on the ice 
that the police were kept busy 
advising people to go away 
somewhere before the ice 
cracked. 


Eddie’s younger brother, Roy, 
fell heir to some cast-off skates 
and got into the act. He be- 
came a widely acclaimed skat- 
ing master before he was old 
enough to vote.

Party Nickuames. 


UR leading political parties 
() nave changed their names 

from time to time, the Dem- 
ocrats having started as the Re- 
publican party, changing early 
in the nineteenth century to 
Democratic - Republican and 
finally, about 1828, becoming 
the Democratic (note the “ic,” . 
Chairman Hall) party. Much 
more frequent, of course, have 
been the changes in popular 
nicknames for the various par- 
ties—and that’s what interests 
Mrs. Lucille Hicks of San Ber- 
nardino, Calif., who asks me to 
give her a list of the nicknames, 
old and new, of the Republican 
and Democratic parties. 


Republicans, of course, are 


sometimes called the Elephant 
party. but more often are la- 

led G.O.P.—for Grand Old 
Party. Herein we see one of the 
many inconsistencies which per- 
plex foreigners trying to fathom 
American litics. The party 
which proudly jabels itself “old” 
is at least 30 years younger 
than its rival. On occasion 
G.O.P. has been translated “Get 
Out and Push"—a name more 
popular with Democrats than 
with Republicans, one must as- 
sume. 


. + * 

During the Reconstruction 
Era after the Civil War, the 
Republicans were divided into 
two factions, the Black and 
Tans, who favored equal repre- 
sentation of whites and Ne- 
groes, and the Lily-Whites, 
who favored excluding Negroes 
from political representation, 
Over the years there have been 
other factions within the party 
as Well as splinter groups which 
broke off, the most notable be- 
ing Theodore Roosevelt's Bull 
Moose party of 1912. Today the 
conservative element of the par- 
ty is generally labeled the Old 
Guard. 

Democrats are often referred 
to as the Donkey party. Re- 
flecting their characteristic fac- 
tionalisms, there have. been 
many subordinate group labels 
~——New Dealers, Fair Dealers 
and Dixiecrats being of such re- 
cent vintage as not to need ex- 
planation. Before the Republi- 
party was even born, though, 
the Democrats had their own 
Old Guard called the Hunkers. 
Their radicals were labeled 
Barnburners 

More recently, liberals have 
earned the name soft-shell 
Democrats, while right-wingers 
have been called hard-shell. A 
supporter of Al Smith in 1928 
was a Brown Derbycrat, while 
a supporter of his opponent was 
a Hoovercrat.
